A aes BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Although the number of deaths in town during the past 
year is unusually large, we have not suffered from any epi- 
demic of disease and none of the zymotic diseases have _pre- 
vailed to any extent. Indeed the year has been an excep- 
tionally healthy one. A large proportion of the deaths 
reported have been of aged people, and deaths from chronic 
diseases. 

We have had but very few calls to act officially and the — 
citizens generally seem inclined to co-operate with us in our 
efforts to attain and preserve sanitary conditions. 

On two occasions we have visited and examined the 
sources of our water supply, also sent to the State Board of 
Health a specimen of the aqueduct water for analysis, the 
report of which was favorable. 

We have urged the necessity of certain improvements 
about the reservoirs for turning aside surface water and 
drainage and making the supply purer and safer. Our 
recommendations. were partially carried out, or at least the 
attempt was made to do so. 

There are still important changes and improvements to 
be made which should be attended to promptly the coming 
spring. 

The water supply of this village is one of great value, 
and it is of the utmost importance that it be properly cared 
for and not allowed to become contaminated through acciden* 
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or neglect by animal or vegetable matter. It should be con- 
stanly watched and during the seasons when the ground is 
not frozen or covered with snow, the reservoirs and their 
source of supply should be thoroughly examined as often as 
once a week by some careful and resposible person.

REPORT OF HIGHWAY SURVEYORS. 


This department has been conducted on the plan which 
was adopted in 1887, and similar instructions issued to the 
several district superintendents. 

Mill street from the mill west to top of hill on new 
road (so called), has been regraded, boulders removed, etc., 
at a cost of about $400. 

Pleasant street and south end of Langdon street have 
been regraded at a cost of about $150. 

Bridge street has been regraded and widened. Main 
street from south line of J. Mason’s,land, to a point north 
of Cutter’s Block, has been regraded and covered with 
crushed stone at a cost of about $500. 

The expenses for keeping the roads open during the 
months of March and April were unusually heavy, amount- 
ing to $416.66. 

The amount standing to the credit of this 


department, as per last report, . $1185 89

We respectfully recommend that one-half of one per 
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cent tax payable in money, be raised for highways the com- 
ing year.

The District has been very fortunate in regard to fires, 
having had only two alarms during the entire year, both of 
which brought out the Fire company to a man, and before 
the fire had gained headway enough to warrant deluging the 
buildings with water, they were on the spot ready for action. 

There have been only small additions made to fire ap- 
peratus during the past year. The report of District prop- 
erty by Firewards, March 1, 1888, calls for one reducer 
which was not in the Hose House at that time, and which the 
present board have been unable to find, and any person hav- 
ing it in their possession will confer a favor upon the Dis- 
trict by returning it to the Hose house. 

The hydrants are all in good condition. The one near 
the Hose House has been raised and spliced, answering the 
purpose of a new hydrant at much less expense. 

The Fire company has been paid for service rendered, 
as ordered by vote of the District. The Fire company con- 
sists of twelve men :
